President McKinley did not take the 
contemplated trip to the bottom of the 
3000-foot shaft in the Congress mine, 
though the greater number of the 
members of the party occupied seats 


through the eighty-stamp mill and into 
a tunnel a hundred yards or more. At 
the end of one of the drifts he found a 
party of miners carrying an American 
fiag. “I have seen the flag in many 
places,” observed the President, “but 
they were usually elevated spots. This 
is the first time I have ever heard of 
it being carried hundreds of feet under 
ground.” 

At the cyanide works was witnessed 
the pouring of a bar of gold bullion 
weighing 1221 ounces. Mrs. McKinley 
was presented with a small gold bar as 
a souvenir of the visit, and each lady 
of the party was the recipient of a 
small gold nugget, the presentation be- 
ing by President Gage of the Congress 
Company.

GRANT AND PHILLIPS. 

Story That the Former Offered to 

Send the Boston Orator to England 

as Our Minister. 

{New York Sun:} In a recent com- 
munication to the Boston Herald, Gor- 
don Clark of that city discusses an in- 
teresting incident of Gen. Grant's sec- 
ond administration which had never 
before been made public. It is that 
Gen. Grant once offered to send Wen- 
dell Phillips to London as Minister of 
this country at the Court of St. James, 
Mr. Phillips declined the office and ap- 
parently mentioned the circumstances 
to very few of his friends, although 
there was no reason for keeping secrecy 
abcut it. . 

According to Mr.. Clark, President 
Grant was moved to offer the appoint- 
ment to Mr. Phillips by the great 
orator’s defence of the administration 
at a public meeting in Faneuil Hall. 
It will be remembered that in the win- 
ter of 1874-5 there was trouble between 
the Governor of Louisiana and the Leg- 
isiature. Gov. Kellogg finally asked for 
Federal interference, and on January 
4, 1875, Gen. Sheridan, who was in 
command of the military district which 
included Louisiana, sent a detachment 
of armed soldiers into the building oc- 


by force five men who claimed mein- 
bership in that body. 

e was a how! of indignation at 
this action, which was denounced 
throughout the South as a high-handed 
outrage. Nor was the denunciation 
confined to the South. In this city 
William M. Evarts was the principal 

aker at an indignation meeting, and 
the meeting was called at Faneuil Hall 
for January 15, at which Wendell Phil- 
lips took the part which led, according 
to Mr. Clark, to his receiving the offer 
of the appointment to the Court of St. 
James. 

William Gray presided over the Bos- 
ton m ng and the long list of vice- 
presidents and secretaries included 
many names well known aot only in 
Boston, but also throughout the United 
States. 

It wae the Intention of the promoters 
of the meeting to have it opt a set 
of resolutions severely cogdemning 
Gen. Grant's administration for per- 
mitting such an outrage as the Louisi- 
ana occurrence was held to be. But 
many friends of the administration 
were in the hall. Mr. Phillips was at 
that time working with Gen. Butler, 
who had then become reconciled to the 
President, with whom he had resumed 
relations of close friendship. Butler's 
were ‘numerous at Faneuil

Mr. Phillips occupied a front seat in 
the gallery at the platform end of the 
hall. During the speaking there vere 
loud and frequent calls for him, but

Phillips. She was a confirmed invalid 
and it was impossible for her to go 
to England. Mr. Phillips would not go 
without her. 

Mr. Clark says that Mr. | Philltps 
probably spoke of this to others of his 
friends. but none ever chose to make 
it public.

Lincoln Traveled Nearly 
Forty Years Ago.

Ever been to Washington, the seat of 
government of this great and glorious 
nation? 

Yes? 

Then, no doubt; you nave done just 
as thousands of others have done who 
have been there before you, and just 
as hundreds of others who visit Wash- 


ington do, dafly. 


You have walked up the wide as- 
phaited pavement in front of the White 
House lke any other free American 
citizen, feeling as if the pavement 1nd 
the great portico and the big, dignified- 
looking door, as well as the whole Ex- 
ecutive Mansion itself were partly 
yours. It wouldn't be true to say that 
the great American public doesn’t 
trouble the people about the White 
House considerably; yet it is perfectly 
true that the people about the White 
House, from the President down, rather 
like to be troubled. The rules that 


regarding the reception of visitors are 
necessary; first, for the transaction of 
public business, and second, for the 
visits of these same ffee Americans, 
who desire to see-the great East Room, 
and also some of the parlors of the 
Executive Mansion, if they can, and in- 
cidentally, the President himself, if 
that should happen to be their good 
fortune—and they rather think it will 
be, if they go right in and trust to 


luck, / 
Of the thousands wpon thousands 
who, year in and year out, visit Wash- 
ington and the White House, very few 
have the slightest conception of the 
daily routine of life of those who spend 
their existence within its four walls dur- 
ing the Presidential term. Usually, 
the President and his family breakfast 
about 9 o’clock in the private Staihe- 
room on the first floor. It 
that the President's family is wit ut 
two or three guests. More particularly 
is this the case during the winter, or 
social season in fashionable Washing- 
ton. The President's breakfast is very 
much like the morning meal in any 
other well regulated home. President 
McKinley, devoted as he is to his wife, 
never misses these opportunities, all 
too few, to spend a social hour pleas- 
tly with her; for the public demands 
attention, almost uninterruptedly, 
uring his waking hours. The morn- 
ing meal, like all of the others, gives 
the President an eacelient appetite for 
a choice cigar. 
Breakfast over, the naturally

Pyramids of red, orange and green 
electric lights; long lines of white, 
translucent bulbs stretching away in 
the dfStance; here and there a cluster 
of brilliant electric lamps, spelling out 
the name of some institution or firm.

Everybody was in good ku- 
mor and in happy expectancy of the 
coming of the Chief Executive of the 
nation and his entourage today. Show- 
ers of confetti filled the air and sounds 
of mirth fell upon the ear until a late 
hour. It was, indeed, an entrancing 
scene and an auspicious opening of the 
most’. memorable carnival in the city’s 
history. | 

And it seemed as though the electri- 
cian with the long lever must have 
turned on the people with another 
brake, for the

The sidewalks were slopping people 
over into the streets, and in the streets 
the policemen had to make a way for 
the trolley cars. Having no place to 
go, they were all in a-tearing hurry 
to get there, and elbowed and crowded 
each other all till they gasped for 
breath.

They 
would keep leading up the family, 
which seemed infinite, and he would 
grab their hands in his big fists and 
say hearty things, and the crowd 
would laugh and sidle good-naturedly 
off into the gutter.

“ads” shine. 

People were not only surprised at 
the brilliancy of the electrical display, 
but were pleased at the spirit in which 
the crowds went into the frolic of the 
thing. 

In the later hours of the evening, 
nearly every one was throwing con- 
feti. The clothing of every woman 
that one passed was strewn with it 
as though she had come through a 
variegated snowstorm. 

When two groups of passers met on 
the streets there would be a golden 
shower of it exchanged. Women pass- 
ing with a single escort did not escape. 

In such cases it got to be a curious- 
ly-business-like . process. When the 
crowds met, they would laugh and 
shout at each other, but the solitary 
target with her escort would duck her 
head and take the volley in silence, 
amd the confeti having done his duty, 


By midnight the streets were prac- 
tically deserted again. Over the city 
a soft haze of color lingered, as 
though it were flushed with carnival. 

Men with big fire hose were wetting 
down the pavements and the confieti 
was being swept off the cidewalies in 
preparation for the festival days to 
come. 

The illuminations are a feature of 
La Fiesta this year, and will be re- 
peated every night during the re- 
mainder of the week.

The Southern Pacific Company alone 
has shown niggardliness in the matter 
of hanging banners on its outward and 
inward walls.

STREETS IN GALA ATTIRE. 

The committee in charge of the street 
decorations has spared neither labor 
hor expense in making the _ streets 
through which the President and party 
will be escorted, presentable f& the eye. 
Keeping in viéw. the patriotic nature 
of the occasion, the national colors are 
kept as much as possible in evidence. 
At the principal street intersections 
huge specimens of Old Glory are sus- 
pended from wires stretched from top 
to top of the highest buildings, and 
lesser sizes of the Stars and Stripes are 
floated from the cross trolley wires at 
intervals of about 100 feet. Intermin- 
gled with these are dashes of the 
Fiesta colors. The general effect of 
the waving banners is greatly height- 
ened by a liberal use of palm leaves of 
both the fan and feather-shaped varie 
ties. To the poles to which the palm 
leaves are nailed are also attached 
clusters of smal] flags. each bunch con- 
sisting of five small banners, the Stars 
and Stripes being on the outside and 
orange, red and green bannerets in the 
middle, each tiny flag being attached to

THE SLEEPLESS BEE. 

(Massachusetts Plowman:] There are 
not many places in New England where 
we should think a person could make 
a living out of beekeeping alone. There 
are not enough of the ,nectar-bearing 
plants to warrant one to keep 100 
colonies, or at least we do not know 
of such a place, and to support a family 
on a jess number might prove a doubt- 
ful experiment. Let the western and 
southern beekeepers go into it as a 
specialty, if they please, but we will 
eay that nearly every farm could carry 
from six to twenty colonies with but 
little time taken from other work, and 
the honey they would make in a favor- 
able season would be an addition to the 
luxuries of the family table and to the 
income from the farm. And we. be- 
lieve the bees in some sections are 
needed to pollenize of the 


fruit trees and in the vegetable garden. 


Probably the warst insomnia on record 
is that of the bee, if it is true, as said 
by some writers, that the working bee 
does not sleep during the six or seven 
Weeks which it lives after it begins 
storing honey. It ae no wonder that 
they die young. t we do not be- 
lieve this. We cannot say that we have 
ever seen a bee eee but we think 
they take rest when en the honey 
flows at its best, and think they ne 
fer to take it in the heat of the day, 
w find the least nectar in the 
blossom. They work ye the night 
in building their comb, they pre- 
fer darkness rather than light even for 
their best deeds, as May be seen by the 
pains they take to cover a glass in the 
side of the hive if the shutter over it is 
oot kept cl most of the time.

THE GREATEST STAR. 


Local Astronomical Society Considers 
This Wonder Which is Many Times 
. Larger Than Our Sun. 


The astronomical section of the 


meeting last night at the residence of 
J. D. Hooker, in this city, and the audi- 
ence was well entertained by interest- 
ing papers on the mighty star Arctu- 
rus, and the conjunction of Mercury 
with Venus, which will be observed on 
May 19. 

Prof. John B. Wood of Riverside 
contribujgi the paper entitled “Size 
and Power of Arcturus.”” He eluci- 
dated the method of measuring the 
enormous distance of that bright star 
by observing its annual parallax, a 
value of only 0.03 of a second of are 
being assigned to it. This means a 
distance twenty-five times greater 
than that of Alpha Cen which, 


measured 

four and a quarter light 

Arcturus is therefore about 106 light 
years distant. Owing to its large 
proper motion, 2.3 seconds of arc an- 
nually, it has a very rapid motion in 
space, amounting to no less than 230 
miles per second of time, a velocity ex- 
ceeding that of any other known heav- 
enly les except comets when in 
perihelion. 


nection with its great distance implies 
a gigantic size far beyond that of the 
sun. Sir John Lubbock estimates the 
light of Arcturus as 8000 times greater 
than that of the sun if it were re- 
moved to the same distance. Now 
Arcturus gives more light than the 
sun, either because of r size or 
of greater brightness of surface, As- 
suming then that he is ten times as 
bright for equal surfaces, then he 
must have a diameter that would ex- 
ceed that of the sun about fifteen 
times. In other words, it would be a 
body 12,000,000 miles in diameter. This 
enormous globe would have a mass 
3375 times as great as that of our sun, 
and if a planet were revolving around 
it at a distance fifty-eight times that 
of the earth from the sun, the attrac- 
tion would Be so great that it must 
revolve in its orbit with a velocity of 
140 miles per second. ' 
Mr. Baumgardt gave interesting data 
ng approaching solar 
eclipse, which will be central in the 
island of Sumatra, and its totality will 
last about 6% minutes. This unusually 
long totality will give astronomers an
